apposition to the nomination of Taft 
admitted itself so badly split today 
that the Taft followers insisted the 
scramble to climb on the band wagon 
had begun. 
The so called “allies” 
movement was wrecked on a rock 
of its own creation. 
Insisting that the program of the 
Taft men in recognizing the ‘‘Lily 
W hite” organization in the south 
was part of the plan to make that ter­ 
ritory a Caucasian proposition pure 
and simple, Congressman Burke 
of 
Pennsylvania, manager of the Knox 
campaign, has been insisting 
tho 
allies approve the Quay resolution 
taken out of the camphor balls 
or 
eight years’ standing, which reduces 
the southern representation in 
the 
republican conventions. 
Burke made 
a hot fight for the plan, which calls 
for one delegate for each ten thous­ 
and republican votes. The Fairbanks 
and Cannon managers opposed him, 
declaring that while It might be a 
good thing for the allies, it would 
cost the party several congressional 
seats and they are urging 
hustling 
tactics for the election of a republi­ 
can house, no matter what is 
the 
outcome of the presidential fight. 
Before the committee met friends 
of Cannon admitted the speaker's 
presence in Chicago was to pass upon 
and draft a platform. It was submit­ 
ted yesterday and he stated he had 
only few suggestions to make. 
So 
far as can be learned the platform is 
strong in endorsing Roosevelt poli­ 
cies, and is designed to impress the 
party at large with the fact that Taft 
will be pledged by the platform 
to 
folow out this line. 
More for Taft 
The 
combined 
eleventh

“ I built a railroad across the state 
of 
Wisconsin ten or fifteen 
years 
ago,” said President 
Frederick D. 
Underwood of the Erie railroad yes­ 
terday, ‘‘and I do not think the news­ 
papers even noticed the fact. 
It was 
the Soo road, and it ran from St. 
Croix river to the Michigan frontier. 
It's a live road and connects with the 
Canadian Pacific at both ends now.” 
Mr. Underwood was formerly su­ 
perintendent of the Milwaukee road 
with headquarters at La Crosse, and 
the following Interview on early rail­ 
roading in Wisconsin will be of in­ 
terest : 
“There were two reasons why no­ 
body paid much attention to that 
road. 
The greatest was that it was 
built without a favor asked of any­ 
one. 
We bought our right of way, 
and we paid for everything as we 
bought it. 
Little O., M. & St. P. History 
“No farms 
were 
mortgaged to 
build it as was the case when the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul cail- 
road was put through fifty years ago. 
I Ever* body knew about that road, for 
! those who mortgaged their farms 
lost them, and It was that that caus­ 
ed the riots when the first trains 
were run. 
Farmers, ordinarily law- 
* abiding and self-respecting, tried to 
! ditch the trains. They had been told 
I that if they mortgaged the farms and 
bought bonds it would enable the 
road to be built. 
At the same time 
they could live on their farms and 
the bonds would bring interest be­ 
sides. 
This would have been so lf 
the original company had not failed 
and the bonds been bought by inno­ 
cent holders. 
“The other reason was that north- 
t era Wisconsin was a forest wilder- 
! ness In those days, and nobody paid 
' much attention to what was going 
Ion in the heart of the ancient wood. 
I used to come down to Wauwatosa 
and spend Sunday frequently, but 
no one cared enough about my work 
to ask questions. 
No reporter flew 
out from Milwaukee before I fairly 
arrived, to ask me questions about 
railroads or their conduct.’ 
Caille of Hard Times 
Mr. Underwood came to Wauwa­ 
tosa Sunday to live the simple life 
for a few days with his brother, W. 
J. Underwood, Chicago, and his sis­ 
ter, Mrs. T. S. Gray, Connecticut. 
The simple life as lived by a mod­ 
ern millionaire 
railway 
president 
seems a little complex to some. It 
includes a Japanese valet, a French 
chef, 
a 
chauffeur and a monster 
touring car, to say nothing of num­ 
erous and divers nurses and house­ 
maids. 
“ You want more about railroads?” 
Mr. Underwood asked. 
“Well, tell 
the Free Press readers this: The 
financial stringency 
of 
the past 
months was caused because the great­ 
est spender in the country stopped 
spending. 
That was the railroad. 
When the railroads, which used 60 
per cent of all iron produced and 
timber cut, stopped buying, the peo­ 
ple had no work. When the railroads 
are in the market the country is 
prosperous. 
How to Revive Prosperity 
“ If every man who comfortably 
could, would invest $1.75 yearly in 
railroad bonds It would put the rail­ 
roads in a position to extend. (Just 
here insert that I’m giving you an 
Illustration, not a method.) 
That 
would put the iron mines to work. 
That would give the miners money to 
spend. 
The boats would begin run­ 
ning to transport the ore and the 
sailors would be prosperous. They 
would buy clothes, and the factory 
employes would earn money while 
they made them. The lumber would 
have to be cut to be used by the 
railroads, and 
that 
would bring 
prosperity to the woodsman and the 
saw mill. 
Let the railroads spend 
and the entire country feels the im­ 
petus to financial life. 
Let them 
hold back and depression settles up­ 
on the people. 
I didn’t realize it 
myself, and the other railroad people 
did not, until It was tried, but we 
all know’ it now. 
“ My father, my grandfather and 
my great grandfather are sleeping 
on that hill,” Mr. Underwood said as 
he looked off through the trees to the 
village churchyard. 
As he stood on 
the veranda of the little farmhouse, 
about a mile from the village, he 
could see for railes away to the road 
which leads to Beloit. 
Away in the 
distance 
a 
church spire nestled 
among the trees. 
“That’s on the way to Beloit. 
It 
stood there w’hen I was a boy, but 
I could not see it from this hill for 
the trees were 
thick 
about here 
then.” 
He stood 
quietly 
enjoying the 
beauty of the scenery stretched be­ 
fore him and then asked: 
“ Do you wonter i love this place? 
Even though it had no associations, 
it would get a hold upon me. 
“ I used to shoot squirrels just 
where we’re standing now,” he went 
on. 
“This house stood down the 
slope a little way. 
I had it moved \ 
up here and it was done without a \ 
board being broken and just one i 
beam was cracked.” 
Boyhood Home Little Changed 
The house has not been changed in 
appearance from w’hat it was when 
Mr. Underwood knew it as his home j 
except the kitchen.

The deep shelves, tho cup­ 
boards and the little windows are as 
they were in the beginning. 
In the 
cellar the groat beams of oak, hand 
hewn, and others equally strong of 
black ash and walnut, some with the 
bark still on them, attest to t h e :

The 
stairs of the house are of black wal­ 
nut. 
All Old-Fashioned Furniture 
In the little dining room, which is 
entered from the veranda, an old­ 
fashioned rag carpet covers the floor. 
At the windows are simple muslin 
curtains. 
On the wall are a few’ old­ 
fashioned prints, favorites of grand­ 
fathers. 
One of thrse is familiar to 
most who had American grandpar­ 
ents. It is “Washington Crossing the 
Delaware.’ 
The chairs o r ' wooden, 
painted black.

In speaking of these Mr. Un­ 
derwood said he wouldn’t for an in­ 
stand consider allowing the carpen­ 
ters to put In weights to make the 
windows move more readily. 
He 
wanted them to catch and stick as 
they did when he was a boy. 
Was Born in Wauwatosa 
Mr. Underwood was born in Wau­ 
watosa in 1852. 
His father was a 
Baptist minister and the rigorous 
pioneer life did not relax its hard­ 
ships for the pastor. The Underwood 
family lived the strenuous life of the 
struggling families about them. 
At an early 
age 
Frederick was 
thrown upon his own resources and 
went to the mines and lumber camps 
of Michigan and northern Wisconsin. 
Later he entered the employ of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail­ 
way company. During eighteen years 
of service for that company he was 
clerk, brakeman, foreman of ele­ 
vators, conductor, yardmaster, assist­ 
ant superintendent and superintend­ 
ent. 
He left the C., M. & St. P. to 
take charge of the Minneapolis & Pa­ 


cific railway. 
As superintendent of 
the Minneapolis, Sault Ste. Marie & 
Atlantic railroad, he built what is 
known as the Soo line. 
He then be­ 
came general manager of the Balti­ 
more & Ohio railroad. 
Shortly after 
he was made vice president and five 
years ago he left the Baltimore & 
Ohio to become president of the Erie. 
He is a member of clubs in Chicago,, 
Pittsburg, Baltimore and New York. 
His home is in New York city. 
Man Who Never Failed 
Although Mr. Underwood has lived 
a life filled with hard w’ork and re­ 
sponsibility, he looks younger than 
his years. He is large, well-built and . 
gives the impression 
of 
physical 
strength of character. 
His expres­ 
sion is more that of a philanthropist 
than what might be expected of a 
railroad president. 
He never has 
known failure in his ventures. His 
progress has been steadily upward.
